THE CONSTITUTION 
OUR GUARANTEE OF LIBERTY 


9 Since the very crea 
tion, it seems that man's principal desire has been to secure liberty to do as he 
pleases as long as he does not interfere with the libertv of others. He indeed has 
had a long struggle to reach this goal. One of the greatest events in the history 
of mankind had a vital influence on the final attainment of man's lust for liberty 
[his was the discovery of America, which caused the vast number ol people to 
migrate to our country. The fundamental reason for their coming was their search 
for a land where they could have liberty and the happiness which accompanied 
it. The first step thev made toward achieving their aim was the Declaration ol 


Independence. Following this, came the Revolutionary War, and this furthered 


their struggle. \lter winning the war and thus securing their independence Гот 
England, these great Americans ol whom we are and should be proud, created 
the machinery for realizing the ideals they had set forth in their immortal Declara 


tion ol Independen: e 
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When we consider the extent to which the Constitution has guaranteed our 
liberty we cannot help but marvel at the great wisdom and forethought displayed 
by the men who formed this greal human document. Through them, our rights ol 
liberty whic h were granted to us by ( rod, have been made secure 

Under the Constitution, an American is allowed as much liberty as possible 
The primary privilege granted to him is his freedom to worship as he pleases 
\lmost as lar back as one can recall, man has struggled and made great sac rilices 
in order that he might choose his own religion and practice that religion as he 
sees fit. Because they were denied this right, the ancient Hebrews suffered un 
imaginable torture and were driven about so that they became a wandering tribe 
Even today in some countries the Jews are still persecuted because of their 
religion. Not so according to the Constitution. Here in America under the laws 
of the Constitution, all are allowed free exercise of religious beliel The people 
appreciate this to such an extent, that the American flag stands in every church and 
synagogue. 

\nother privilege guaranteed by the Constitution is freedom ol speech and 
freedom of the press. What a great obstacle the deprivation of this has been to 
the people of Italy, Germany, and Russia! Here in America we are fortunate 
to be living under a staple government which grants us the liberty to say and 
write anything we please provided that it is not slanderous or does not corrupt 
public morals. If we have any grievances, we may state them to the government 
without being penalized for doing 80, provided we go about it реа: efully. What 
better example of the liberties which we are granted in this country could be 
given / Think of all the wars which might never have occurred if all people 
were granted this right. If we stop to consider that when God created the world, 
He intended all men to have the same rights, we realize that He is probably very 
displeased to find that in some countries certain rights are denied. Who is man 
that he should change the Maker's plan? Yet this is exactly what he has done 
Forunately we Americans do not have to abide under the laws of these men who 
have, in this sense, assumed the powers of God. 

For example, according to the Constitution it is assumed that a man is inno 
cent until he is proven guilty. In some other countries, as is the case in France, 
a man is believed guilty until he proves he is not. Furthermore, any American 
citizen accused of a crime in the United States is given every possible opportunity 
to prove his innocence. First of all he is granted a speedy and public trial by an 
impartial jury which has been carefully pic ked. The public trial is usually a 
benefit to him. because it allows outsiders to see that he is given а fair “deal”. 
He may also have witnesses in his favor and assistance of counsel for his defense. 
If the witness chosen does not wish to appear he is forced to do so by the court. 
Where the accused is unable to pay for a lawyer, the court is obliged to furnish 


him with one. If the defendant is found guilty by the jury, he is not required to 


pay an excessive bail on fine, and he is protec ted from barbarous and inhuman 
punishments such as were inflicted long ago. Oh, the thanks the people of a 
country like Germany would give, if they had a constitution which granted them 
such liberty! 

The fundamental means which American citizens have of being assured that 
they are granted all the liberties mentioned, is their power to vote regardless olf 
race, creed, or color. What would a country like India with her caste system think 
about granting suc ha privilege? Of course she would not hear of it, because she 
has not yet attained the standard of living which America has reached. Perhaps 
some day she will realize that she is wrong, and judging from the unsettled con 
ditions existing in other countries at present they too will come to realize how 
ideal our constitution is and will adopt a similar document. Time will tell. 

Only after considering the great amount of liberty guaranteed to American 
citizens by the Constitution, can we fully appreciate how fitting is that great 
symbol, the Statue of Liberty, which stands at the very entrance of our United 
States—the land of the free.
